there without imgation The climate is temperate and equable owing 
to the elei ation which averages 1 600 feet and rises m some places to over 
2 000 feet above sea level 

6 The Tlim area consisting of the solitary Txtrcam of Alaropnr 
has a climate subject to extremes and an average rainfall of 32 inches m 
the year while the soil there is not as fertile as that of the plateau 

7 The onlj important mers of the State are the Oiambal and the 
■\arbada with ^eir six and twenty four tributaries respecbielj, their 
total drainage basin covering nearly 1 093 square miles. To add to the«e 
there are several large tanks such as "k eshu ant Sagir and those at Jlahe- 
shwar Bepalpur Hasalpur and "ieshwantnagar and manj smaller ones 
elsewhere which ftte also u*ed for irrigation. Tlie niers however in 
spite of their fairlj extensive drainage are not ve>y useful for irrigation 
or navigation because m mo t ca«es of rockj beds and high banks.

warriors and administrators and though m course of time and through 
vicissitudes of fortune the territories possessed b3 the Holkar State were 
much reduced the State continued and stfll continues to be held in I igh 
consideration b> the British Government In 1818 the Holkar State 
entered into a treatj of peace with the British 'Government and that treaty 
determines to this dav the relationship of the State with them The 
State 1 as since then been always loyal to the British Crown It has 
rendered valuable military and other assistance on occasions of Imperial 
neccssitv as for example m the Great War wl en the entire resources of 
the State were placed at tl o disposal of llis Majestj s Coverrment The 
Rulers enjov the hereditary title of Maharajadhiraj Paj Rajeshwar ‘^awai 
Shroc and a salute of 21 guns wilhjn tl cir own temtones and 19 outside 
them

43 Although the monsoon broke out as usual m the middle of June Seasonal 
in tlie Nemar Division ram was not evenly distributed nor did it fall in Condilions. 
sufficient quantities to enable cultivators to undertake sowing operations 
throughout the Division The first sowings of cotton done in some parts 
of the Nemar District in expectation of rams yielded a weak germination 
for want of moisture seed was therefore sown once again That germi 
Hated Mell on account of good rams in July and timely rainfall m the 
first fortnight of September, and the cultivators expected a bumpei 
harvest But the monsoon suddenly ceased in the 3rd week of September, 
and that adverselj affected the standing crop and also the prospects for 
the next Jfabi crop There was difficulty for drinking water as well both 
for men and cattle 

In the Malwa Division the Kkanf sowings commenced in the month 
of Juno, and were completed towards the end of July The monsoon was 
good tliroughout the division Germination was good everywhere to 
begin witli In the month of August, however there was a long break 
which caused unxiety in the minds of the cullivatore, but the rams again 
appeared in September and gave hopes of good crops As the monsoon 
grew weak towards tlie end it affected the ^hanf crops m a small portion 
of the Alampur Pargam Owing to insufficient rain a scarcity of drink 
mg water was felt in the villages in the Makdone circle of the Tarana 
Pargam and a few villages of Pargam Mehidpur and the difficulty was 
tided over by deepening the existing sources of drinking water and digging 
of Ziras for which a sum of Rs 5 000 was sanctioned by the Government 

Winter rains and hail storms affected the Rabi crops to some 
extent in the Garotli and Indore Districts Tlie sowings commenced in 
the last week of October and were completed by the end of November as 
usual The opium crop m the Garoth District was moie satisfactory 
this year as compared with that of the previous year 

41 The occupied area m the Nomar District showed an increase of Occupied and 
4201 acres while that m the Nemawar District show ed a decrease of 6 141 Cullivaled area^ 
acres The decrease m the case of the Nemawar District is to some 
extent due to the policy adopted by the Government to excise Pant area 
from 1 oldmgs but the increase in the area voluntarily relinquished 
shows that tlie economic condition of the people of this district is not quite 
satisfactory 

Tile occupied area in Indore Mehidpur and Garoth Districts during 
the year under report decreased by 13^ 0 316 and 6l 268 acres respectiv e 
ly as compared with the figures of the previous year In the Indoro 
District the cultivated area increased by 7093 acres or I'T as compared 
with that in the preceding year althou^ theie was a decrease m the 
occupied area In the ‘Mehidpur District although there was a decrease 
both in the occupied as well as the cultivated area the percentage remain 
cd tlie same as in the previous year Hie fall m the occupied area was 
reported to bo due to the exclusion from the holdings of the area occupiea 
without authority which had erroneously been included as forming part 
of tl 0 holdings in the previous jear Hie fall in the Mehidpur District 
was also to a certain extent due to the weeding out of liopelessly bad 
tenants and surrender of lands.

during the year under report was 69.618 acres Tlic areas under Lhertf 
and Sahj crops nere 163i 671 and 6 15 188 acres respocti\e)} The hfiartf 
crops are grown in far larger proportion than the Habi crops Tliere 
ms an mcrense bj 71 047 'lOres in the area under tlje Khartf crops -aid a 
decrease by 1,05354 acres m that under the J2abt crops Hid \ariation 
is generally due to fluctuations in the market prices of a -ncultuml and 
industrial produce There was an increase of 63,576 aci>;S under /itar 
m tbe KJinn/ crops and an abnormal fall m tile irea under cotton, maize 
and Bajrn The areas under sugar-cane and Vapjii Ttfh incre'ised by 
1 57*1 And 11 019 acres respectively as compared with the figures of the 
previous year Other food products did not show any appreciable in 
crease or decrease In fLohi crops wheat, gram and bos^ showed a 
decrease of 94 192. 17315 and 2373 acres respectively
